There is universal r. juicing among army cfti 
cers over Crook’s success, and much praise 
and credit are generally given that cffieer for 
the energy, dee’eion and courage shown in his 
exploit. The fact that no Mexican troops or 
Mexicans of any kind were met with by the 
command is thought to be significant, as it 
shows the reign of terror nuder which a large 
area of country was kept by the bloodthirsty 
savages. The country traversed by Crook is 
said to be rich in minerals, and if, as a result 
cf his raid, it can be opened for the miner to 
travel and settle in safety, it will constitute 
an important part of the vigilant General’s 
8UCC3BP.

RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 
The Consideration of New Schedules of 
Passenger Fares, 
Sab F rancesco. June 13th. The Board 
of Railroad Commissioners met this forenoon, 
all the mexbers present. 
A communication was received from W. H. 
Robinscu, of Soisuo, asking the Board to re­ 
store and then dismiss his complaint and affi­ 
davits made in Juue, 1881, wi.h the record 
that it has been referred to General Manager 
Towiae. lie said he desired to use the record 
for a determination of the matter in the 
Courts.^ He also desired that his second 
complamt, referring to extortion and discrim­ 
ination, be brought before the Board for de­ 
termination. On motion of Mr. Foote the 
requests were granted. 
1 he matter of the Foote and Humphreys 
schedules of first-class pissenger fares was 
then taken up. Secretary Andrus stated 
that he had worked out the details of the 
Humphreys schedule from L » Angeles to 
Lathrop. _ As prepared it showed the rate 
Dot only from station to station, as proposed 
by Foote, but from one station to ai y other 
station. He explained that to exhibit the 
whole scheme required a great deal of math­ 
ematical work. 
Mr. Foote presented a snpplemer.tal sched­ 
ule by which the rate from one station to any 
other station could be figured out by the 
ticket-pnrchaser. he pointed out that the 
Humphreys schedule did not take in lha 
road between Oakland SDd I.alhrop via 
Tracey, nor between San Joss and 8‘atiouB 
south. He said his schedule reduced rates on 
all roads under control of the Central and 
Southern Pacific Companies, except oa the 
narrow gauge from P. jaro to Santa Cruz. 
Wherever the late was less than three cents 
a mile his resolution, he said, provided that 
they should not be disturbed. 
Mr. Carpenter said the trouble with the 
schedules was that ll,e law required the 
Board to prepare a rote in detail for the com­ 
panies. All ihc-y were required to do was to 
post tlruu in their offices. This plsced the 
work of making the echedulo upon the Board, 
and hence the details ought to be perfect. 
He thought the schedule ought to show the 
fare, not only between cousecuiive stations, 
but between stations where several others in­ 
tervened. 
Mr. Foote said he would not stickle as to 
details. If his schi dule was adopted it could 
be placed in any form and tho calculation 
nude. He asked the Stcretaiy if be could 
not do the work. 
Mr. Andrus replied that he undoubtedly 
conld. 
Mr. Foote said the bulk of the paa’fnger 
travel ia the State was now done at a little 
moro than three cents a mile. The round 
fare to Los Angeles was $.44, which was very 
little more than three cents per mile. His 
schedule therefore did not contemplate so 
radical a reduction as generally supposed, tho 
bu k of (ravel_ being over tha lines having 
water compiti!lion, where the company now 
made its money. The complaint came from 
the local lines, where round trip ard commu­ 
tation rates did not prevail. Those he pro­ 
posed to reduce to a maximum«Í three cents. 
Mr. Carpenter said tbe Humphreys 
schedule at first glance appeared to him a fair 
reduction. It reduced from 25 to 30 pi r cent, 
on present rates. He was not in favor of a 
uniform maximum, but thought sparsely 
traveled roads ought to be allowed a little 
more than other lines. lie was willing to 
vote for a reduction to four cents, with a few 
exceptions. 
Mr. Foote—I don’t believe that is enough. 
A reduction to four cents to Los Argeles 
would not be any reduction at all. 
Secretary Andrus—A four-eent rate would 
reduce all round-trip rates in the State ex­ 
cept those to Los Angeles, San Fernando and 
a few other places. 
Mr. Foote—The point in a maximum of 
three cents is that it wipes out ronud-trip 
tickets. Every man will then be allowed to 
ride to every station at the present round- 
trip rates. 
Mr. Carpenter—I think a maximum of four 
cents, generally applied, would make reduc­ 
tion enough. 
Mr. Foots—By looking over this schedule 
you will observe the rates between some of 
the monntain stations are as high as 12 and 
18 cents a mile. Of conree, a four-cent rate 
would largely reduea thoee rates, but there 
is only one pos-anger a day between those 
stations. 
Mr. Carpenter—It would not hurt the rail­ 
road much if the people in those places were 
allowed to ride free. 
The question of establishing n maximum 
rate at all was discussed at It ngth. Mr. Car­ 
penter said if the rate was fixed at three 
cants oa the Sacramento and I’lacirville 
road the company would stop operations as 
they had once before done. There was no 
complaint about tha rates on that road. Tho 
pe >ple wanted the railroad. He would not 
consent to reduce ou this lino so that it Could 
not bo operated, and three cents a mils 
would do it. This was why he opposed a 
maximum so low. Ho thought n four-cent 
rate was low enough on tha valley lines. 
Mr. Foote said it was his opinion etich a 
reduction would make no material difference 
in the income of the company. 
Mr. Humphreys—Mr. Secretary, read from 
my schedule the fare from I.athrop to 
Goshen. 
Secretary Andrus (reading)—From Lsthrop 
to Gosben at four cents the fate is $5 90. 
The present fare ia $10 30. 
Mr. Humphreys—Don’t yon think that ia 
a material redaction ? 
Mr. Foote admitted that in the case men­ 
tioned it was. Adverting again to the ques­ 
tion of hia schedule, he said the Board ought 
to take into canaideration the fact that these 
roads were built out of the people’s money. 
He believed that when a reduction was made 
the railroad c.mpany would appeal to the 
Courts. An attorney of the road had in­ 
formed him that the company believed the 
roads were creatures of the United .States 
Government, and when anything was done 
they did not like they would test the question 
in the Federal Courts. He thought while 
the Board was about it o reduction ooght to 
be made cuch as the people desired. 
Mr. Carpenter—You do not mean that you 
have prepared this schedule of yours >imply 
to get the railroads into the United States 
Courts ? 
Mr. Foote—No. I have prepared it In re­ 
sponse to what I think is right. A reduction 
to four cents a mile will get tbe company 
into the Courts as well. 
Mr. Carpenter—If tbe railroads want to 
resist a reduclion to four cents and go into 
the Courts, then I am willing to go into tha 
Courts too. 
The Board discussed how long it would 
take to prepare the four-cent schedule. Secre­ 
tary Andrus stated that it would take him 
ten days. Mr. Carpenter said he would vote 
for the fonr-cent schedule, and asked thatthe 
whole matter be postponed until it was com­ 
pleted. 
Mr. Foote wanted action taken on bis 
schedule at once, bnt finally consented to 
postponement, ami the matter went over 
until a week from M. orKy. 
George B. Merriam, Vice-President of the 
Mechanics’ Congress, invited by Mr. Hum­ 
phreys to address the Board, appeared, and 
said a few words upon the labor side r I the 
railroad problem. 
He stated that the me­ 
chanics were generally in favor of a maximum 
passenger rate of three cents nsr mile. The 
speaker had worked on railroad iron and roll­ 
ing stock for railways for years and under* 
stord the fielicg t f the mechanics on this 
matter. 
The railroads had reduced tbe 
wages cf their 
skilled employes to 
tbe lowest rates, and few oi their me­ 
chanics 
were 
now receiving 
more 
than tuffisient to support their families. 
He did not think a uniform reduction to 
three cents a mile would result in affecting 
the wages of railroad employee, as prophesita 
by Denis Kearney. He said the mechanics 
had all voted for Commissioner Humphreys, 
and now hoped he would take decisive action. 
If this Commissioner failed to do the required 
thing, the next od« would havs tobe elected 
from the racks of the mechanics and work­ 
ingmen. In concluding, Mr. Merriam stated 
that James Patterson, Pi evident of the Me­ 
chanics’ Congress, would like to address the 
Board on the same subject. 
Mr. Foote said he was for a tbroe-cent rate, 
and wanted all the assistance he oould get. 
He moved that Mr. Merriam aud Mr. Pat­ 
terson be invited to appear at tbe Dext meet­ 
ing and argue the question. 
Mr. Carpenter said he would like to hear 
fhs arguTcent, and the mellón was adopted.

If the jury found plaintiff j 
entitled to recover at all, she should have | 
had a reasonable sum far being deprived of ! 
th e one on whom she leaned for eupport. 1 
F or fiiliug to give it, th e Suprem e Court I 
sets aside the verdict, saying th a t plaintiff 
is entitled to be heard before jurors having 
a proper conception of w hat is just. 
The 
verdict made of the law a farce and of 
justice a mockery. 
How any twelve men 
fit to sit upon a jury beDch coaid so stultify 
them selves by findiug the defendant liable, 
b a t th at the human life should be compen­ 
sated for by bnt §1, surpasses comprehen- 
•ion. 
M any years ago, however, a San 
Francisco jury of like character was im­ 
paneled. 
The question was as to the lia­ 
bility of ship-owners for the loss of bag­ 
gage of a passenger. 
It was ndmi/tcii th at 
the property was w orth §1,S00; the only 
question was as to the liability. T hat jury 
found f ir plaintiff, and ffxed the damages 
a t $400. 
Of course the verdict was set 
aside 
a t 
once, 
and 
the 
defendants’ 
attorneys 
m ale no objection to it, so 
convinced were they of the folly and 
injustice of such a finding. 
Jurors who 
bring the law into reproach ss did these 
tw o jcmcls. have m acb to answer for. 
They cannot be punished, for th a t wouid 
be contrary to th e very basic principles of 
th e jury system , but men can m anifest 
th eir sentim ents c-f contem pt fcr jurors

(Pa.) special says: 
Jam es N utt, son ol 
State Treasurer Captain A. N utt, deceased, 
shot and killed N. L. Dukes, his father’s 
murderer, this evening atbalf-ptsl 7 o’clock. 
He shot four tice?, ail the balls tskirg ef­ 
fect, end I)akes died instantly. 
Dukes had 
been frcqaentiy warned of his danger in re­ 
maining in Uniontown, and he lately said 
that he w ould rather stay there or the ceme­ 
tery. 
It is said be bad expressed a fear of 
the son of Captain N utt, and was never on 
the street after night. 
To-day Jam es N utt 
was seen practicing with a revolver at his 
home, and thi? evening he was standing near 
the post'd!' ce when Dukes came along. 
As 
Dukes was prssing he turned his head and 
noticed young N utt, just as he stepped from 
t ie doorway and fired, the shot taking effect 
in Dukes’ side. 
Dukes started to run, when 
N utt f Bowed and shot again, 
By this time 
Dukes w ;s on the postcthce steps, when he 
received another shot and fell inside the door. 
N utt followed and fired two more shots into 
Dukes' prostrate body, one taking effect in 
the neck. 
Dukes was dead before anyone 
couli get to him. 
The revolver th atd id th e 
work is the same that Captain N utt carried on 
the morning of his death. 
Yeung N u tt gave 
himself up, and is now in jail. 
He was calm, 
but pale as a sheet. 
Five shots were fired, 
four taking effect, 
A Coroner’s jury is now 
sitting. 
Kxcitement is running high.

UhIOKTOWN, June 13 .h.—A t 11 o’clock to­ 
night everything was quiet. 
Young N utt is 
not quite 20 years of age, and has always 
been considered quiet aud inoffensive. 
Tne 
murder which led to the tragedy of to-night 
u still fresh iu the minds of all. 
Dukes, 
who was engaged to Alies Lizzie N utt, had 
written infamous letters to her father, Cap­ 
tain N utt, questioning her chastity, and Cap­ 
tain Nutt, upon the invitation of Dukes, had 
gone to the latter’s room in a hotel December 
24th to settle the affair quietly, when Dtikea 
shot and killed him.

STATEMENTS OK EYE-WITNESSES. 
U niontow n, June 13th.—Officer Frank 
Fegg, Geo. Hutchinson, Alfred Collins and 
other?, who saw the occurrence, describe it as 
follows : 
Jas. N u tt was standing against a 
pest in.-i-Je the room that joins the postoffice, 
and .fronts cn Alain street. 
This room was 
anti! ladly occupied by a drug store.

standing here Dukes came down the street 
from the direction of -Jennings’ Hctei, walk­ 
ing briskly, with a cane under his arm. 
Just

the postoffice door young N utt stepped

revolver,

quick succession. 
Dukes looked 
arouDd 
and

post Mice door, whereupon N utt fired agaiu 
and followei in close pursuit,. Ju st as Dukes 
got inside the poat- ffiee his 
ail act fired 
two more fhots, and Dukes fell heavily to 
the floor upon fcii face. 
E. A. Lingo rushed 
into the office, stooped down and picked him 
up. 
Duki-s tried to ssy something, but 
could ouiy gasp, and in a m nnent be was 
dead. 
By this timo officer Pegg reached 
young Nutt, ar.d laid hold of him. The latter 
struggled fiercely to free himself, bnt when 
ha discovered th at it was an officer ha qui­ 
etly yielded, aud was taken to jail. 
Dukes’ 
body wa3 removed 
to his room at the 
hotel, where C rorer Sturgeon impaneled a 
jury. 
No testimony wa3 taken, owing to the 
difficulty if getting witnesses, aud the in­ 
quest was adjourned til! to-m ,rrow moxcing. 
On examining the body it was found th at three 
of the balls entered the back near the side, 
under the left arm, and penetrating toward 
the heart, lodging in the nrsast very rear the 
skin, where they were cut cut.

On Dukes’ body was found his old 
pistol.

His Honor—Undoubtedly ; but the fact is 
that pretcriptions of this kind are apt to 
leave the mind in so shattered a condition as 
to create difficulty. 
Depu'.y Marsha’—He is all right now. 
Judge W ylie—Then the jury can coma 
back. 
The ju rj came in, sad the foreman, Crone, 
said : “ Your Honor, one of the jury desires 
to ask a question of the C-curt. 
To most of 
us it seemi a question of fact, but we prefer 
to let llarrigau speak for himself.” 
Judge Wylie—The Court will hear his 
question, and if it be a question of fact, will 
not undertake to pass upon it. 
Juror Harrigan thru proceeded in a con­ 
fused manner to put a question to the C >urt 
of an almost unintelligible character, which 
seemed to relate to the date of ceitaiu orders 
made by Brady, and to the nature cf the 
“ stumbling block ” which Brady says he 
found in hia way.
